Objections to Claims 

Claim 1 is objected to under M.P.E.P. 608.01(m). Each claim must begin with a capital 
letter and end with a period. There is more than one period in claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing

to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim is inferential and insufficiently positively recites structural features and 
relationships to support a clear structure basis by which applicant's invention can be compared 
with the prior art. Since the claim is lacking in adequate positive recitation of the essential 
structural features and relationships of the device, it is difficult to determine with any degree of 
certainty, the precise structural combination intended to be covered by the claim. All essential 
structural elements should be positively recited, and the structural relationships between these 
elements and parts which provide for a useful and operative device should be positively and 
clearly set forth.
